Investigation 
in 
Industrial Centers 


Shows Marked Increase in Cost of 


Fourteen Food Products. 


[BY ASSOCIATED I'lll'SS.] 


Wshlngton, 
Sept. 23.—The 
most 


marked upward trend of the cost o£ 
living IB disclosed in the Federal Bur- 
eau ot Labor's report o£ an investiga- 
tion oi! prices for the past'ten years 
conducted in the important industrial 
centers ol 32 states. Fifteen most irn-. 
portunt articles of food, as well as coal 
comprising two thirds of a working- 
man's needs were investigated. 
In 


many cities the investigators gathered 
statements o£ merchants on the cost 
of living and specimens of these are 
published in the report. 


On June 15, 1912, the report shows, 


fourteen of the fifteen articles of food 
were higher than a year before, and 
ten had advanced in the past 'en 
years more than iit'ty percent over the 
retail price tor the ten year 
period 


1S90-1S99. 


During the last decade prices of po- 


tatoes changed most and sugar the 
least. Their advances were 111.9 and 
8.5 per cent, 
respectively. 
During 


the last year, bacon, which decreased 
just one-tenth of one per cent, was the 
only one of the fifteen principal arti- 
cles of food that showed a decline in 
price, while nine of the fifteen 
ad- 


vanced more than ten percent, varying 
from 24 percent for milk, to 38,6 foi' 
round steak. Of the fift.een, only eggs, 
jutter, milk, and 'sugar were- lower, 
buftlie pr,ice of three of these four is 
normally lower during summers than 
during winters.

Taft .said.'in his Winona speech that, 


the Payiie-Aldrich tariff was the best 
ever,.and was damned for it. 


Roosevelt said in a signed article 


in the Outlook that the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff was better than any of its pre- 
decessors, and was applauded as an 
authority. 


Taft prosecuted the trusts and was 


branded as a fool politician and a tool 
of the interests. 


Roosevelt exonerated Paul Morton, 


a self-confessed rebater and violator 
of the. Sherman anti-trust law. and he 
stopped the prosecution of the har- 
vester trust, and .for these things he 
was acclaimed as a friend of; the peo- 
ple and their one great saviour from 
the designs of the money power. 


Taft initiated, secured and consist- 


ently defended the 'Canadian, reci- 
procity treaty and was repudiated by 
the farmers of the country as a con- 
sequence. 


Roosevelt at first approved and ad- 


vocated the treaty, praised Taft for 
securing its passage, then a little 
later denounced it and made it an is- 
sue against the president in his pre- 
convention campaign. 
For this he 


was given increased devotion. 


Taft carefully examined the records 


in the Lorimer case, asked several 
senators to do likewise, urged Roose 
velt to help to rid the senate of Lori- 
mer, and for his pains he was branded 
as a supporter of Lorimer before the 
convention and then rebuked by the 
senate for endeavoring to have the 
Illinois senator unseated. He is con- 
sidered to have been weakly, pusil- 
lanimously and ignominiously wrong 
throughout. 


Before examining the record Roose- 


velt dramatically refused to sit at a 
banquet with Lorimer, agreed with 
the president to help unseat him; ' 
then denounced the president as a 
friend of Lorimer, and when Lorimer 
was'expelled from the senate, gloried 
in the. fallen reputation like, an exe- 
cutioner over the dead body of .a vic- 
tim, shouting without rhyme or rea- 
son, "I did it. it was my fight, and 1. 
won?' 
For 'which he is forever im-. 


mortalized in. the minds of his coun-i 
trymeh.

"Taft secured the corporation tax. 


law, the maximum and minimum tar- 
iff provisions-in the Payne-Aldrich tar- 
iff law, the tariff board and the publi- 
cation of campaign contributions law 
and was denounced .as .a friend of 
privilege 
and 
subservient 
to 
the 


bosses. 


For seven years Roosevelt dodged 


the tariff, ridiculed Bryan's demand 
for the publication of campaign con- 
tributions., then later praised the pres- 
ent tariff law and the tariff board as 
.the only proper solution of the tariff 
problem, and is .hailed as the enemy 
of privilege and the one champion of 
the people as against the bosses. 


As secretary of war, Mr. Taft went 


into Oklahoma at the request of 
Roosevelt and pleaded with the peo- 
ple to reject a Constitution that pro- 
vided for the initiative, referendum 
and the recall as subversive of repre- 
sentative government. As president 
he vetoed the Arizona statehood bill 
on the same grounds. For this people 
say that he betrayed Roosevelt, and 
Roosevelt policies, and has changed 
from what Roosevelt thought he was 
to some monstrous sort of being. 


Roosevelt sent Taft to Oklahoma to 


denounce direct legislation and said 
that what he thought about the Con- 
stitution that contained provisions of 
that kind wasn't fit to print. .He ridi- 
culed Bryan's slogan of "Let the peo- 
ple rule." Later he went into Arizona 
and opposed the recall of judges, and 
a few days afterward in California 
approved the same provision.

he went away from the interview not in the least inspired to greater faith- 
fulness in his employer's interest. 


Mosl-o'f-nfs'-wnen we reprove or find fault do it in this same manner. 


We feel that we have been injured, in some way bj' the one .we"are reproving, 
and a sense of this injury, and of resentment for it, creeps into our tones.' 


Even the mother who reproves her children is apt to do it in this 


spirit; for she feels that they have disobeyed her orders or played false 
to the precepts she has instilled, and she is wounded. 


But couldn't we find fault pleasantly? 
And if we did, wouldn't i't 


have a-.much better effect? 
• 


If this manager, instead of being aggrieved and resentful, or, as is the; 


case with inany, harsh and dictatorial, had talked with the employee in a. 
spirit almost of comradeship, at any rate with the assumption that the' 
employee was as much interested as himself in having the_work done right, 
wouldn't that employee have gone back to his tasks anxious to repair the 
damage and to not repeat the mistake? 


If. a parent would talk disobedience or faults over with a child in a 


reasonable way, and enlist the child's co-operation, in most cases would not, 
a reform be more quickly brought about, than by harshness or scolding; or 
a show of anger? 


It is necessary to find fault and to reprove, for we are all human and 


we all make mistakes. 
But if we would remember that we all are human 


and that we ourselves are just as liable to make mistakes as others, arid 
would go ab'out the business of correcting, in a friendly, kindly spirit, 
•wouldn't we secure more real .reform on the part of the offender? 


We, might try this method anyway to see if it works.- For ..reflectively 


it has Jiuite.as good an effect upon us as upon the one .offending. 
Finding 


fault impatiently and querulously puts 'us in an irritated state of mind.. 
And this has ill effects upon us physically and upon the work in which we 
are engaged.
